Cross-breeding has been tried, ami 


numerous experiments are conducted 
to obtain brilliant and original mark- 
Ings on the wings of these insect', 
which are afterwards sold to collectors 
or for the adornment of women's hats 
and dresses. 


The farmi are provided with special 


leafy trees and plants on which the 
eggs are hatched. Directly the young 
appear the branches are cut off and 
taken to a specially ventilated room, 
where they arc placed la vases of wa- 
ter. 


As soon as the tiny, caterpillars have j 


eaten up this flrat supply of leaves 
fresh branches are provided. Having 
been In an eren temperature for about i 
two weeks the young caterpillars are 
taken out into the open, where they 
are placed on plants that are protect- 
ed from birds by long nets. 


When they have become fully grown 


this protective net is remoied. and 
goon they retire into cocoons or roll 
themselves up Into leaves. These are ' 
collected and stored in specially ven- | 
tllated boxes, wnere, In n very jshort 
time, buttterflles of wonderful hues are 
evolved.

The recommendation of the group in 


which the Legion participated was that 
the United State* commissioner of edu- 
cation be requested to appoint a com- 
mittee of at least nine persons, with 
professional experience in this field, 
three of whom are to be members of 
Group C of the Illiteracy conference, 
for the purpoie of reviewing the ma: 
terlals submitted by Group C of thli 
conference and forwarding the results 
of their work to those engaged In illit- 
eracy work In the United States.

The report of the subcommittee of 


i thl« group on textbooks and materials 


urged use of certain principles in selec- 
tion of textbook* for Instruction. These 
principles include texts that conform 
to the ability of adult students; that 
do not violate psychological principles 
of snggestlon; that conform to accept- 
ed methods of teaching; inch text 
should contain fundamental items of 
information on health, food, hygiene 
and imitation; with suggested texts 
for "specific groups of native-born illit- 
erates, foreign born Illiterates and In- 
termediate and advanced texts for all 
groups.

that 1,828 consolidations were effected 
In,the school years of 1021-1922, with 
14 states not reporting.

not by removal to a distant central lo- 
cation, but by natural growth In two 
and three-room schools. 
There were 


1,890 consolidated schools In the Unit- 
ed States in 1020 
There are now ap- 


proximately 15,000 of such schools, and 
a decrease of 8,500 one-room schools, la 
noted In the three year period. 


All this has had a salutary effect on 


the salaries of school teachers, result- 
ing, in turn, In higher mentality for the 
teaching profession.

Four young men are 


sent to \\atch at n water hole three or 
four miles beyond their village, day 
nnd night, until eels are sighted. Sleep 
is impossible, for If they should rnlss 
the eel run the natives would be minus 
dog feed for the long winter. 


The river water comes up through 


the ice holes to within two or three 
Inches of the top and as the wriggling 
masses of eels come down stream they 
push water ahead of them so that each 
hole overflows. This is the sign to the 
watchers of the arrival of the antici- 
pated hosts. 


Much of Work at Night 


Eels run so close to the shortest 


days that It is generally night work 
harvesting them. Jt is the queerest of 
northern sights to observe 30 to 50 f ur- 
clnd Eskimos and many dogs on the 
snow-covered Ice, the rows of small 
wood fires burning brightly at the wa- 
ter holes. 


As the water begins to rl» in the 


hole, nn Eskimo plunges his dip net 
In. At once It Is filled with writhing 
eels; he pulls It up, dumps the con- 
tents upon the ice, then 
another 


plunge, another net full. 


The last hole cleaned, the Eskimos 


gather to inspect their catch. 
Each 


family has from fire to seven or eight 
piles of eels already frozen stiff, the 
sum total caught numbering well up 
in the hundreds. 


The piles are left on the Ice during 


a great part of the winter, except 
when n sled load is wanted for dog 
feed. 


Eela are cooked with dried dogflsh 


snd the native sledge dog receives one 
full meal per day, which is served at 
night. 


The eels are too fat even for the 


oil-loving Eskimos, but the grease is 
used for cooking and lamps.
